AWARD . 
Government of the former T. c . State by order 
No. L2-12440 / 55 /DD, dated 2-7-55 referred theabove said Indus 
trial Dispute between the above said Bus Services represented by 
the above said 8 Employers (Hereinunder called the Employers) 
and their workmen represented by All Travancore Motor and 
MechanicalWorkers Congress, Sherthalai (Hereinunder called 
the Union ) to the Trivandrum Tribunal for adjudication and it 
was pending there as I. D. 117/55. Subsequently the selfsame 
dispute was referred to this Tribunal by Government Order 
No L. Dis. 12440 /DD dated 18-5-56 for purposes of adjudication 
in respect of thefollowing issue: - 

Whether any batta should be given to the 
drivers and conductors over and above 
the pay and D. A. paid to them as per 
minimum wages notification for the days 
on which they actually work in the line ? 

If so at what rates and from which date ? 
2. On receipt of the order of reference I took cognisance of 
the dispute as I. D. 53/56 on my file and issued summons for 
parties on 22-5-56. The parties entered appearance on 29-6-56 . 
On the same day the parties put in a signed statement agreeing 
to continue the dispute before this Tribunal from the stage at 
which it was left at the Trivandrum Tribunal. The Union has 
examined six witnesses W W1 to WW6 and marked Exts. W1 to 
W12 and the Employers have examined three witnesses EW1to 
EW3and marked Exts. El to E6. On 1-10-56 the Union filed a 
petition for an interim award alleging that Employers Nos. 1, 2 , 
4 , and 5 are paying batta to their drivers and conductors as 
admitted by them in their statements; that the other employers 
are not paying it at all and that they are protracting this adjudi. 
cation by dialatory tactics causing considerable misery and 
privation to the workmen. Employers Nos. 1 and 3 filed their 
objections to this petition on 23-10-56. After hearing both sides 
the petition for interim relief was dismissed with the direction 
that as the main dispute itself could be expedited an interim 
award 

was not called for at that stage. 

3. The Union has filed their claim statement before the 
Trivandrum Tribunal on 29-7-55. They contended that payment 
of baita is a prevalent practice in the Motor Transport Industry . 
It is being given to meet the extra-expenses incurred by the 
operating staff while away from their station of residence for 
the whole day and on certain occasions when they spend the 
nightalso outside . The Employers were not giving a uniform 
rate of batta. Some of them included it in their salary ; others 
paid it seperately . After the enforcement of the minimum 
wages notification the einployers generally reduced the rate of 


batta to Re. 1 Prior to the introduction of minimum wages a 
driver used to get Rs. 5 daily all told. Subsequent to the mini 
mum wages notification the total daily wage earnings of a 
driver inclusive of batta dwindled down to Rs. 3-8-0 .Representa 
tions weremade to the employers at the union level on 7-4-55 
for an enhancement of batta to conductors and drivers to Rs. 2 . 
To this the employers reply was that in view ofthe High Court 
decision holding the notification issued by Government fixing 
batta for the Land and Water Transport Industry invalid they 
regretted their inability to pay it but were prepared to abide by 
the decision of Government in the matter. But at the concilia 
tion stage before the Assistant Labour Commissioner, Alleppey 
they took up the position that the dispute should be referred 
for adjudication. Notwithstanding the fact that employers 
curtly refused to comply with the demand of the Union , all 
Employers except Nos. 1, 3 and 8 continue to given batta as 
they were doing before . In addition to this there is also the 
fact that employer No. 2 is paying Rs. 2 batta to conductors and 
Rs. 2-8-0 batta to drivers . Therefore the Union urged that their 
depand that batta should be fixed at Rs. 2 is only just and 
proper and that they are entitled to get it with retrospective 
effect from 7-4-55, the date of demand. 

4. All the eight employers have filed their counter state 
ments before the Trivandrum Tribunal on 6-8 - 55 . Even though 
they have filed separate statements their contentions are almost 
the same. They differ only in thenumber of buses they own and 
with regard to their financial position. Their contentions are these. 
The granting of batta based on custom or past course of deal 
ings or practice in the industry is beyond the scope of the pre 
sent reference and enquiry . The minimum wages notification 
awarding batta on the recommendation of the minimum wages 
committee was beyond the powers of the said committee and as 
such illegal. The reference is therefore beyond the powers of 
Government and this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to adjudicate 
the issue. The granting of batta to drivers and conductors has 
never been a practice in this industry . The driversand condu 
ctors were having sufficient time for resting . During important 
festivaldays,night trips were allowed and some extra remunera 
tion was given to them , consequentupon the extra work done 
by them in the night time. It was few and far between. Ordin 
arily no batta has been given either with salary or in addition to 
the salary . After the publication of the notification fixing the 
minimum wages,batta prescribed under the said notification was 
given as none of them did want to violate law and to court 
penalty provided under the Act. Since the fixing of batta was 
found beyond the powers of the committee and the Government 
and was so declared by the Hon ble High Court it was stopped . 
Any acquiescence with an illegal Act will not be an estoppel. 
They are therefore legally entitled to stop granting batta as 
provided in the minimum wages notification. It is not correct 
to say that the drivers were paid Rs. 5 daily including batta. The 
payment of Rs. 5 was purely salary and a portion of it has never 
been treated as batta. Before the introduction of minimum 
wages Act in the motor busservice industry, the drivers and 


conductors were given their salary only for days when they were 
engaged. Whenever there was no work they were not paid any 
thing. With the introduction of the Minimum Wages Act, it 
wasmade compulsory that they should be provided with work 
for twenty six days minimum and in the eventof failure to pro 
vide them with such work , they are made entitled to get wages 
for the minimum number of days as prescribed in the Act. 
With the introduction ofminimum wages Act their total earnings 
have been considerably enhanced and they were getting much 
more than what they were getting previously. The allegation 
that some bus owners are paying batta is not correct and it is 
denied. No batta need be allowed and the claim for batta is 
illegal. The claim at the rate of Rs. 2 per day is exorbitant and 
inequitable. The privatemotor bus service is running at con 
tinuous loss. Since the aim of the Government is nationalisation 
of land transport service, there are several restrictions imposed 
by Government on the private owners and the taxation is very 
high and disproportionate to the income derived from the said 
business. The business has no capacity to pay any batta . The 
payment of minimum salary fixed by Government is itself very 
high and the industry cannot bear it. In any view of the matter 
no batta can be ordered to be awarded. It is also urged by the 
employers that in view of the limited number of buses they own , 
even the presentpersonnel is superfluous. Employer No. 1 has 
only four buses but he has to maintain five drivers and six con 
ductors ; No. 2 has four buses and five drivers and six conduc 
tors; No. 3 has only 2 buses; Nos. 4 , 5, 6, 7 and 8 have only one 
bus each with one driver and one conductor. These employers 
have also urged that capacity to pay is the cardinal principle on 
the basis of which wages, gratuity and D. A. have to be fixed and 
that financially they are incapable to give batta . On these 
grounds they submitted that the Union s claim is to be answer 
ed in the negative and costs be awarded to them . The Union 
has filed their replication on 13-8-55. Besides traversing the 
contentions raised by the employers they pointed out that the 
issue referred to this Tribunal is not whether the recommenda 
tion of the Minimum Wages Committee regarding balta and 
the consequent decision of Government therein is valid 
or invalid but that this Tribunal has been called upon to 
adjudicate the question whether batta should be paid to con 
ductors and drivers and if so what should be the amount and 
from which date is it to be paid and as much this Tribunal has 
complete jurisdiction to go into the question . They have also 
added that the system of batta was prevalent in the Motor 
Service Industry as is borne out by the awards of the Indus 
trial Tribunals of this State . They categorically under-took to 
prove that some of these employers are giving batta even after 
this dispute had been referred for adjudication . 

(5 ) Sri M. C. Varghese, the learned Advocate appearing 
for Employers Nos. 1 and 2 did not press the objection taken by 
the employers in their counter statements regarding the ques 
tion of jurisdiction . Hefairly conceded that this Tribunal has 
jurisdiction to decide the issue. So I hold that the reference is 
valid and this Tribunal has jurisdiction to enquire into the 


matter and decide the issue relating to batta . His arguments 
centred round mainly on three points . 
(i) The Union has not established the necessity of grant 

ing batta to the workmen in the Industry consis 
tent with the definition of batta laid down by the 
Hon ble High Court of the former T.C. State in the 

ruling reported in 1955 I LLJ 679 at P 685 . 
(ii) After the minimum wages notification the total earn 

ings of the drivers and conductors have increased 
considerably so as to disentitle them to an addi 

tionalbenefit by way ofbattai and 
( iii ) The industry represented by the employers has no 

capacity to pay batta . 
Regarding the first point Sri M.C. Varghese argued that 
batta is only the additional expenses on meals, smoking and 
chewing incurred by the employers while on duty away 
from the station . WW4 Sri K. N.Krishna Kurup the con 
ductor in T. C. Q. 1551 has stated in his deposition that his 
expenses for a day is Rs. 2 which consists of; for 2 times 
meals Re. 1 and two times tea and smoking Re. 1. ww6 
only says that he has to spend Rs. 2 a day . None of 
these witnesses refers to the extra expenditure met by 
them in the course of their employment outside their 
stacion . This would only show that no batta is due to them . 
As regards the second point he submitted that the minimum 
wages committee for public motor transport fixed Rs. 40 basic 
salary plus Rs. 25 Dearness Allowance making a total of Rs.65 
per mensem for drivers and Rs. 30 basic salary plus Rs. 22 D. A. 
totalling Rs. 52 per mensem for conductors. They did not in 
clude batta in their recommended figures for minimum wages as 
they felt that it would be technically against the provisions of 
the Act. Under the Minimun Wages Act no worker is allowed 
to work for more than 8 or 9 hours a day but not exceeding at 
any rate 48 hours a week . It was also recommended that the 
operating staff need work only for 26 days in a month . Thus 
under the minimum wages notification a driver would get 
Rs. 2-2-8 and a conductor Rs. 1-11-8 for 8 hours a day . If they 
worked for more than 8 hours a day, they would be paid double 
the rate of wages, i. e., 0-8-10 for the driver 0-6-11 for the con 
ductor per hour of work . Before the introduction of the mini 
mum wages notification there was no time limit. They were 
working 13 to 15 hours a day and a driver was getting at the rate 
of Rs. 5 and conductor at the rate of Rs. 3 a day for the number 
of days each of them worked. In other words the duration of 
work decreased and the emoluments enhanced . In view , of the 
factthat for testing the vehicles 10 to 15 days will be taken for 
every half year and having regard to the stoppage of service due 
to irregularities and accidental impediments the workers would 
get continuity of work more than as before. With regard to 
third pointhe urged that in the matter of fixing wages , Dearness 
Allowance and Gratuity the capacity of the industry must cer 
tainly be taken into account. For this position he relied on a 
series rulings ; 1952 II LLJ 440 and 32, 1951 II LLI: 311 and 


507, 1953 II LLJ 488, 1956 I LLJ 290 and 1956 I LLJ 435. Of all 
the 8 employers, employer No. 1 alone had led some evidence to 
prove his capacity so that on this pointSri M. C. Varghese 
argued only for him . Employer No. 1 was examined in the case 
as EW 1: Hewas the Assistant Cashier in West Coast Syndicate 
Alleppey before he became a bus owner. He has four buses 
with a seating capacity of 83. His complement of drivers and 
conductors is 11. If he were to comply with the demand of the 
Union he had to pay Rs. 22 to them a day by way of batta ; i. e., 
Rs. 8030 a year. Exts . El to E1 are his income-tax assessment 
orders for the years 1950, 1951, 1952 and 1953 respectively . Ext. 
E5 series ( eleven in numbers ) are copies of his profit and loss 
account submitted to Income Tax Office relating to his bus ser 
vice for the years 1950 to 1955. According to the profit and loss 
account for 1950 his profit from business is Rs. 64-1-0 . His 
income for the year 1950 from bus service on which Income Tax 
has been assessed is only Rs. 1240. From the profit and loss 
account for 1951 it could be seen that hisprofit is Rs. 718-1-9 and 
for 1952 it is Rs. 319-3-9. In 1953 according to his profit and loss 
account statement he has incurred a loss of Rs. 2844-0-3 ; and 
income-tax has not been assessed for the year . Ext. E6 is state 
ment of his bus service collections from May 1956 to September 
1956 and average expenses per day ; according to which the 
average collections for one bus per day are shown as under : 

May 57-8-0 
June 64-0-0 
July 60-0-0 
August 60-0-0 

September 56-0-0 
Average for a month would be Rs. 59 and the expenses 
shown the statement for a month is Rs. 61-3-6 . Sri M. C. 
Varghese strenuously urged that the above accounts would 
clearly establish that as far as employer No. 1 is concerned he 
has been losing heavily and that the position of his business is 
such that in the interest of the industry and in justice to himself 
it has to be found that he is not in a position to pay batta to his 
workmen 

6. Sri N.N. Elayathu, the learned Advocate appearing 
for the Union, in meeting the points raised for the employers 
has argued that batta is a recognised mode of emolument in the 
Transport Industry given to workmen to compensate the extra 
expenses incurred by them while on duty outside their stations ; 
that the employers were paying batta which they discontinued 
when the Union put forward their demand to raise it from Re. 1 
to Rs. 2; that some of the employers are paying batta even 
now at varying rates; and that the emoluments of the drivers 
and conductors have been considerably reduced by the intro 
duction of the minimum wages notification and that therefore 
the granting of batta has become an absolute necessity . Advert 
ing to the rulings of the Appellate Tribunal relied on by Sri 
M.C. Varghese , the learned Advocate for employers, dealing 
with the principle of capacity to pay Sri N. N. Elayathu 
submitted that in the first place these rulings related only to 
the fixation of wages, D. A. and gratuity and no where in those 


rulings any reference is made to the fixation of batta and 
secondly that batta being compensation for the extra expenditure 
incurred by workmen would not fallwithin the ambit of those 
rulings and hence those rulings are not applicable to the facts 
of the case . As regards the statements and income tax assess 
ments produced by employer No. 1 Sri Elayathu urged that he 
impeaches the correctness of those statements and they cannot 
be acted upon by this Tribunal so long as the accounts bearing 
on them have not been produced here giving an opportunity to 
the Union and the court to appraise their genuineness. 

7. I shall now proceed to discuss the pros and cons of the 
arguments based on evidence raised by either side. In exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (a ) of section 5 (1) of the 
Minimum Wages Act 1948 (Central Act XI of 1948 ) theGovern 
ment of the former T. C. State appointed a committee to advise 
Government in the matter of fixing minimum wages for 
employment in Public Motor Transport in the State as per 
Notification No. L1-9633 /51 /DD . (2) dated 17th June 1952 . 
The committee submitted their report to Government on 24th 
October 1953. As has been referred to in the course of the 
arguments the committee recommended Rs.65 per mensem for 
drivers and Rs. 52 per mensem for conductors inclusive of basic 
salary and dearness allowance. The committee have refrained 
from fixing batta for technical reasons which they have set 
forth in para 48 (vi) of their report to which I shall have 
occasion to refer hereinafter. On the basis of this report , 
Government fixed batta for conductors and drivers at the rate 
of Re, 1 as per Notification No. L1-16322 /53 /DD dated 9-10-54. 
M /s Punchiri Boat Service and some other Employers in the 
Industry filed O.Ps. Nos. 140/54 , 141/54 and 142/54 before the 
Hon ble High Court of the former T.Ć State and their Lordships 
of the High Court by order dated 15-3-55 held that the notifica 
tion issued by Government fixing batta for conductors and 
drivers was invalid as batta was outside the permissible 
components ofminimum rate of wages . Some of the employers 
availed themselves of this opportunity to withold even the batta 
they were paying till then . So on 7-4-55 the Union by Ext.W3 
demanded that the batta which was being paid at the rate of 
Re . 1 should be raised to Rs. 2. Exts W1, W2, W6, W9, W10 and 
W11 are the replies sent to the Union by the employers Nos. 
3, 4 , 2 , 5 , 1 and 7 respectively . The replies are couched in the 
same language and the purport of them is to the effect that in 
the light of the High Court decision referred to above they 
regretted their inability to pay batta but was prepared to abide 
by any Government order thatwould follow . This was, plainly 
speaking, shirking the issue. All the same one thing is clear 
from them and that is, all of them were paying batta to their 
conductors and drivers before. Employer No. 3 was examined 
in this case as WW1. Even though he has denied the payment 
of batta to his conductors and drivers in his counter statement, 
he has admitted in the box that he was paying batta even prior 
to the date of the minimum wages notification. WW1 was the 
Assistant Manager in theWest Coast Syndicate, Alleppey and 
he does not deny that batta was being paid by i that concern . 


EW1Employer No. 1 Was the cashier of the West Coast Syndi 
cate and he does not say anything about batta . He is pinned 
down to his statement in Ext. w10. ww6, theGeneral Secretary 
of the Union, swears that in the Road Motor Services, Cochin , 
The West Coast Syndicate, Aileppey and other concerns batta 
was being paid . Sri N. N. Elayathu also brought to my notice 
the fact that in the State Transport Department batta was being 
given at the rate of 12 Annas before and now it has been raised 
to Re. 1. Then again ww3 (Employer No.2), WW2 (Employer 
No. 4) and Ww5 (Employer No. 5) have stated in their depo 
sitions that they are giving batta as against their pleadings in 
their written statements. Exts . W4, W5, W7 and W8 are the 
trip sheets of Employers Nos. 2 and 4 and they corroborate 
this point if corroboration is required. From the above I have 
no hesitation to find that these employers were giving batta 
even prior to the minimum wages notification and they were 
continuing to give it afterwards as against their own pleadings 
and that it is a recognised mode of payment in the Motor 
Transport Industry. As regards the argument that the minimum 
wages notification has enhanced the emoluments of the 
conductors and drivers, I am constrained to observe that the 
notification should notbe used as a shield to ward off the bene 
fits these workmen are otherwise entitled to . It is in evidence 
that a driver was getting Rs. 5 and a conductor Rs. 3 a day all 
told , prior to the minimum wages notification . As per the 
minimum wages notification they would be getting Rs. 2-2-8 and 
Rs. 1-11-8 respectively per day . Employers admit in their 
testimony that the conductors were getting a commission on 
collections and luggage charges over and above his daily wage of 
Rs. 3 prior to the minimum wages notification. I am led by 
these circumstances to find that even if reasonable batta 
is included in their wages it would not reach the pre-notification 
level. The arguments of Sri Varghese in this behalf do 
not find favour with me. As regards the principle of 
determining batta according to the capacity of the 
industry Sri M. C. Varghese has invited my attention to 
a series of rulings referred to above. But they relate to cases 
where the principle has been applied in the fixation of wages 
dearness allowance and gratuity and the question of batta has 
not been referred to in any one of these rulings. So I have to 
distinguish those rulings and hold that they do not apply to the 
facts of this case . Even the documents that Employer No. 1 has 
produced are not conclusive in themselves . In Ext. E1 it is 
stated that his sources of income are motor spare parts shop, 
chitty and Bus Service . His net incomeof Rs. 64 as per accounts 
is disbelieved and income under this head is computed as 
Rs. 1240. In Ext. E2 under Bus Service the Income-tax Officer 
has stated that the assessee has admitted Rs. 718 as his income 
but he has not produced the original of statements written up 
from the slips issued by the conductors and in the circumstances 
he has fixed his net incomeas Rs. 1000. Here again his accounts 
have notbeen completely believed . In Ext. E3 the assessee has 
declared an income of Rs. 6176 under Bus Service and Spare 
Parts and it is found correct to the accounts produced . In Ext. 
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E4 it is found that the assessee has accounted for his gross 
collections from Bus Service as Rs. 47,767 ; still he has shown a 
net loss of Rs. 2,814 ; but this wasnot accepted and net profit 
was computed at Rs.456. Ext. E5 (Series ) and Ext. 6 are only 
copies of statements prepared by himself and he had not pro 
duced the accountbooks relating to the relevant periods. Ext. 
E5 Series are not audited balance sheets and it is difficult for me 
to act upon them . Employer No. 1 has produced " Peradu" books 
for the years 1951, 1952 , 1953 and 1954 on 12-1-1957 the final day 
of the argument. The Union had no notice for the production of 
these books ; and they had no opportunity to cross-examine the 
Employer and assess their correctness. Even if they were to be 
accepted they do not give us any clue as to his financial position 
for the year 1955 which is the crucial period within the scope of 
the present enquiry. After a careful and anxious considera 
tion of all the evidence and circumstances relating to this point, 
I hold that Employer No. 1 has failed to prove his financial capa 
city for the relevant year 1955 and that this issue has to be 
decided with reference to other available facts. The question 
that has to be tackled then is how far is it necessary in the 
interest of the industry without prejudice to the efficiency and 
wellbeing of the workmen to award batta. In this context the 
following excerpts from the report of the minimum wages 
committee for Public Motor Transport in Para 48 (VI) are 
apposite . 

" It is only the additional expenses on meals, smoking and 
chewing thatneed be considered batta ..... Employers have 
recognised the need for some compensation and most of them 
have been paying batta distinctly as batta or have included it 
in the daily wages where payment is made on trip basis. The 
State Transport Departmentpays Re. 0-12-0 per day while some 
fleet operators pay as much as Rs. 1-8-0 and wherever night is 
involved such amount is even higher . 

The Alleppey 
Industrial Tribunal referred to earlier has awarded a batta of 
Re. 0-2-0 per hour .......It is expected that all operating staff 
will be paid batta which may however be limited to the actual 
extra expenses entailed on the Employee " . 

8. I need not dilate further. From the foregoing discus 
sions it is made clear that it is necessary to pay batta . There 
fore I hold that the conductors and drivers should be paid batta 
over and above the pay and Dearness Allowance paid to them as 
per the minimum wages notification for the days on which they 
actually work in the line. Considering all aspects of the 
question , I fix it at the rate ofRe. 1 per day . The only question 
that remains then is to the date from which the workmen are 
entitled to get this batta. Sri N. N. Eelayathu vehemently 
argued that it is a fit case for allowing it with retrospective 
effect from the date of demand. On the other hand Sri M. C. 
Varghese pointed out that it is a matter purely within the dis 
cretion of this Tribunal and as all matters of discretion are to be 
judicially exercised it must be enforced from the date of the 
coming into operation of this award . This is a case where the

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management all on a sudden stopped payment of batta but then 
they have sufficient justification in alleging that they did so as a 
matter of legal right declared by the High Court of Judicature 
of the State. I am well aware of the principle that in giving re 
trospective effect the Tribunal should take care that it does not 
bring an additionalburden to themanagement in a way so as to 
cripple the industry. It is in evidence in this case that some of 
the employers not only did pay batta to conductors and drivers 
even after the minimum wages notification but also that they 
continue to give it till the present day so that social justice 
requires that those who were not getting it should on no account 
be denied the samebenefit which their co -workers had received. 
Therefore I strike a golden mean and direct the employers to 
pay batta to their conductors and drivers with effect from 
2-7-1955 the date of the first reference crder at the rate fixed as 
above. The arrears accruing to the workmen may be paid to 
them in four equalmonthly instalments along with their salary 
with effect from the date of publication of this award. 

9. Employer No. 6 filed a petition before this court on 
6-7-1956 signed by himselt and his employees driver P. O. 
Varghese alias P. Kunjukutty and conductor S. Natesan . It 
was alleged in the petition that these two workmen were the only 
driver and conductor of the employer ; that they were not 
members of any union ; that they had no grievances against their 
employer as he was paying their due wages and bonus ; and that 
therefore they should be allowed to drop themselves out of the 
proceedings in this adjudication. Notice of the petition was 
given to the other employers and the Union and the Union filed 
their objections on 26-7-1956 . The Union submitted that they 
doubted the authenticity of the signatures of the employees, that 
even if they are genuine . they felt that they were obtained by 
undue influence and that as this is a dispute of a general nature 
the petition itself was notmaintainable . Summons was issued to 
the employees. Conductor Natesan was examined on 14-8-1956 
and he was cross-examined by the Union. Summons to Driver 
P. Kunjukutty was returned unserved. Conductor Natesan 
swore that the petition was bona fide ; that himself and Driver 
P. Kunjukutty had signed it ; that they have no grievances 
against their employer and that they do not claim any relief 
against him . The other employers had no objection. After 
hearing the parties I ordered that Employer No. 6 is not liable to 
pay any batta to his workmen with retrospective effect. This 
does not mean that he is dropped out of the proceedings in its 
entirety. He as well as other employers are bound by the terms 
of this award for future payments of batta. In the nature of this 
case I make no order as to costs. The reference is answered 
accordingly. This award will come into operation from the date 
of its publication in the officialGazette .

THE CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1956 
No. 66 of 1956 

2nd December 1956. 
An Act further to amend the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of Re 
public of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Code of Civil Procedure (Amendment) Act, 1956 .

Bye-law for the Control and Management of 

Slaughter Houses. 
1. No person shall, without the written permission of the 
Executive Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such 
written permission slaughter, cut up or skin or permit to be 
slaughtered, cut up or skinned, any cattle, buffalo, sheep, goat 
or pig in any place within the Panchayatarea other than a public 
or private slaughter house provided by the Panchayat. 

2. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slau 
ghtered in such places other than teinples within the Panchayat 
area as he thinks fit on occasions of festivals and ceremonies or 
as a special measure. 

3. Noperson shall without a license írom the Executive 
Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such license slau 
ghter or permit to be slaughtered within the Panchayat area any 
cattle ,buffalo , goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public . 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to 
slaughter without a license and without the payment of any fee 
any animal for the purpose of a religious ceremony in a place 
other than a temple or its precincts. 

5. License fee for butchers shall be Re. 1 annually . 

6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep , 
goat, buffalo or pig in the Slaughter House without the payment 
of an admission fee of annas eight (As. 8) per bullock cow , or 
buffalo and annas four (As. 4 ) for a sheep , goat or pig. 

7. The Panchayatmay farm out a public Slaughter House as a 
whole for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder 
subject to the following condition : 

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term and when let on the monthly payment system one 
month s rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest 
money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the 
Panchayat office before the 15th of that munth , in default of

15. Slaughtering of animals shall be permitted only during 
day time between 6 to 11 a.m.and 2 to 6 p.m. 

16. No sale of meat shall be permitted in any public or private 
Slaughter House, but offal and skins may be sold in such places 
as may be assigned therein for such purposes from 10 to 11 a.m. 
and 2 to 6 p.m.

PUBLIC MARKETS. 
1. The market shallbe open to all persons without distinc 
tion of caste or creed. 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on 
such days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the 
Director of Panchayats. 

3. The Panchayat may form the market as a whole or in 
parts for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder 
subject to the following conditions: 

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let out by auction to the 
highest bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the 
Panchayatmay from time to time resolve upon, by the Executive 
Authority or any one authurised by him in this behall. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by 
him may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the 
market premises by auction to the highest bidder . 
to the extent the ground would permit. 

Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles 
(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for 
the whole term , and when let on the monthly payment system 
one month s rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest 
money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the 
Panchayat office before the 15th of that month , in default of 
which the license and the original deposit shall be liable to be 
forfeited and the stalls, sites or standings shall resold , and 
the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss which may be 
sustained by the resale by public auction or by private contract. 
The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted. All amounts due 
from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of 
the Revenue Recovery Act. 

4. An articles brought into the market for sale in open 
pace reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall 
be charged with an admission fee according to the rates 
prescribed in the schedule below . 


The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at 
the entrance of the market to the officer appointed by the Exe 
cutive Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the 
purpose and a receipt obtained from him . 

5. Any person found carrying on sale within the market 
premises without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under 
bye-law 4 shall be summarily ejected. 

6. All articles brought into the market shall be sold or 
exposed for sale in stalls, shops, standings or other places set 
apart by the Executive Authority from time to time for the 
purpose of selling such articles. 

7. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-laws 
and conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license 
suspended or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive 
Authority and to be evicted from themarket under the direction 
of the Executive Authority or officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall 
employ another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop 
or standing on his behalf and as his agent shall register with the 
Executive Authority and from timeto timekeep so registered the 
name of every employee whomay be for the time being deputed 
to act for him as aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside themarket precincts 
or to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any 
hamper, box , barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed 
as in the opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct 
the public way or overcrowd the stall or interfere with due 
ventilation. 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall 
be allowed to be exposed or sold in the market . The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from time to time pass,be at liberty to summarily remove or 
destroy all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have 
no claim for compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article, the storing or sale of which shallnot be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Govern 
ment shall be brought into the market for sale without such 
license. 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into 
the market. 

13. No person shall assign or sublet or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standing to another. 

14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make 
the place dirty or insanitary . 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller 
or as a cooly shall always comply with all lawful directions of 
the Executive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 


16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic 
orwho in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may 
prevent such person from further carrying on any trade or 
business in the the market or occupying any building, shop, stali 
or standing therein, if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor, or an 
agerlt or servant of any of these persons. 

17. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the public 
market are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in money 
or otherwise. 


PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a privatemarket shall be regulated 
by the area covered by themarket as shown in the schedule 
annexed. 

19. A license may be granted for the use of any private 
place as a market or shop for sale of animals, meat or fish or as 
amarket for sale of fruit or vegetables: 

(i) When the proposal to use the place for the said 
purpose having been notified to the public at least 7 days and all 
witten objections thereto by persons resident within 50 yards of 
the site having duly considered , the Panchayat approve of 
the proposal and the site; 

( ii) When there is no privy, Jatrine, urinal, dust-bin , 
burning ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within 50 feet of 
the proposed site; 

(iii) When there is no similar market within one mile of.. 
the porposed site ; 

(iv) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal 
from the Director of Panchayats. 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place 
as a market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale 
of fruit or vegetables only on the following conditions: 

(i) That the licensee keeps on the premises such supply 
of water and such movable receptacles for refuse , and such 
buckets , shovels, brooms and other implements for cleaning 
purposes and for use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time 
to timeprescribe and that he maintains the same always clean 
and in good repair ; 

(ii) That the licensee causes the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down 
and blood, rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises 
within two hours of the close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employs or keeps on 
duty at such market for so long as it is open to the public so 
many peons as may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the 
license for the purpose of maintaining order and preventing 
nuisances or obstructions in the 
thereto ;

(iv) That the licensee of a market charges for the use of

1. No person shall, without the written permission of the Excutive Authority 
or otherwise than in conformity with such written permission slaughter, cut up 
or skin or permit to be slaughtered , cut up or skinned, any cattle, buffalo, sheep, 
goat or pig in any place within the Panchayat arca other than a public or private 
slaughter house provided by the Panchayat 

2. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slaughtered in such 
places other than temples within the Panchayat area as he thinks fit on occasions 
of festivals and ceremonies or as a special measure . 

3. No person shallwithout a license from the Executive Authority or otherwise 
than in conformity with such license slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within 
the Panchayat area any cattle , buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public. 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to slaughter without a 
license and without the paymentof any fee any animal for thepurpose of a religious 
ceremony in a place other than a temple or its precincts.

16. No sale of meat shall be permitted in any public or private Slaughter House, 
but offal and skins may be sold in such places asmay be assigned therein for such 
purposes from to to 11 a.m. and 2 to 6 p.m.

GENERAL 


17. Any one resorting to the Slaughter House shall abide by the rules, bye -laws 
and the orders issued by the Executive Authority or the officers authorised by him . 
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18. A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and when the breach is a 
continuing one with a further fine which may extend to five rupees every day after 
the first during which the breach continues.

Bye -laws for the assessment and collection of 

HOUSE -TAX . 
1. The Executive Authority shall arrange to prepare a list of 
all houses in the Panchayat area liable to assessment of house 
tax at 4 per cent of the net annual rental value of the houses 
with the following particulars: 

( a ) The name of the house , 
(b ) The name of the ward, kara and street if any, 
(c ) The name of the owner thereof, 
d ) The name of the occupier, 
( e ) The annual rental value of the house , and 

(f) The amount of tax assessed thereon . 
2. Every separate building shall be separately numbered , 
and the number clearly painted on the frontdoor on a prominent 
part of the house and it shall be the duty of the owner or 
occupier of any house to prevent the defacement, removal, des 
truction or alteration of numbers so painted . 

3. A register shall be kept containing the particulars in the 
above list , to be called the Assessment Register. 

4. The Executive Authority shall fix the amount payable 
on the buildings in the list prepared as per bye-law No. 3. 

5. Any person may present a petition to the Panchayat in 
regard to the tax to be paid by him and in that case , within 7 
days of the receipt of final orders on his petition he shall pay 
the tax due from him to the Panchayat, failing which the tax 
shall be realised under the provisions of Revenue Recovery Act. 

6. The Executive Authority shall have power to dispose of 
all petitions presented before the Panchayat 

7. The license fees paid for the storage of articles in the 
buildings assessed shall be deducted from the net annual 
- rental value. 

8. The tax payable shall be at the rate of 4 per cent on the 
remaining annual rental value , subject to the deduction of 1/6 
for annual repairs. 

9. The assessment shall be completely revised once in 
every three years, and the assessment register shall be revised 
accordingly . But the Panchayat may amend the register at any 
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time, by inserting therein or removing therefrom any building 
or by altering the amount of tax leviable in respect of any build 
ing :provided that no such amendment shall be made against any 
owner, unless he shall have been given a reasonable opportunity 
to show cause to the Panchayat why the proposed amendment 
should not be made. 

10. (1) If any building has been vacant for not less than 
sixty consecutive days in a half year, the Executive Authority 
shall,on demand by the owner, refund so much not exceeding 
one half of the tax paid for the half year, as is proportionate to 
the number of days during which such building has been vacant : 
provided that, in making a calculation under the rules, periods 
short of a complete half month of fifteen days shall not be taken 
into account. 

(2) Every demand for a refund under clause (i) shall 
be made during the half year in respect of which the refund is 
applied for, or in the following half year and not afterwards, and 
no person shall be entitled to such refund unless he, at or about 
the time, not later than fifteen days after the building becomes 
vacant, gives notice of such vacancy to the Executive 
Authority . 

11. Where any building is built, re- built enlarged , the 
owner shall give intimation thereof to the Executive Authority 
within fifteen days from the date of completion of such building, 
or enlargement, or from the date of occupation of such building, 
whichever happens first. The Executive Authority shall on 
receipt of the said intimation , assess or reassess, as the case may 
be, the tax leviable in respect of the building, and the instalment 
for the half year in which the assessment or reassessment is made 
shall be payable within thirty days after the date of receipt of 
the Executive Authority s notice to the effect by the owner, or 
within fiiteen days after the disposal of any revision petition 
which may be presented by the party: provided that, if such date 
of completion or occupation falls within the last two months of a 
half year, no tax or enhanced tax , as the case may be , shall be 
levied in respect of the building for that half year. 

12. Whenever a transfer by sale in respect of any building 
occurs, both the seller and purchaser must intimate the Pancha 
yat of the transfer within 15 days and the assessment register 
may be amended accordingly . 

13. When any building is completely demolished or destroy 
ed, the owner, or in his absence , the occupier if any, thereof, 
may give information in writing , to the Executive Authority 
of such demolition or destruction , and , until such information is 
given , such owner shall be liable , at the discretion of the Exe 
cutive Authority to payment of all taxes which would have been 
payable had such building not been demolished or destroyed . If 
the said information is given within the first two months of a 
half year, no tax shall thereafter be levied for that half year, and 
if levied a proportionate amount shall be refunded. 
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14. The tax imposed on buildings shall be payable by the 
owners or occupants thereof in two equal half yearly instalments 
at the office of the Panchayat. The instalments for each half 
year shall be payable within thirty days after the commencement 
of that half year, unless an extension is made by the Executive 
Authority at the request of any party , in which case the exten 
sion shall not exceed fifteen days after the disposal of the 
application for such extension . In cases the occupants pay the 
tax the same may be deducted from the rent due to the owner . 

15. Every person paying tax under these rules shall be entitled 
to a receipt signed by the Executive Authority or by any person 
appointed by him for that purpose in the form prescribed 

16. A separate demand register shall be inaintained in the 
form prescribed and any change or alteration in the assessment 
should be noted in this register . 

17. Bound books of receipts in duplicate for the amount of 
tax due on each building shall be prepared and the receipts 
signed by the Executive Authority and issued to the Officers 
appointed for collecting the tax. 

18. The tax -collectors may receive the amount of any tax and 
the fact noted in the original and duplicate, with the date of 
realisation under their initials. Part collections of a receipt 
should on no account be made. Receipts should not be detached 
from the books excepton realisation of the amounts in full. 

19. If no demand is made by any of the tax -collectors, the 
party liable to make the payment of the tax may produce the 
amount to the Executive Authority who will cause the receipt to 
be handed over to the payer . 

20. Taxes realised by the tax -collectors shall be remitted to 
the Executive Authority, with a memo of particulars of the 
amount under the initials of the subordinates concerned, within 
such period as may, from time to time, be prescribed by the 
Executive Authority . 

21. If house tax is not paid by a person in accordance with 
the notice received there for from the Executive Authority , the 
same shall be realised under the provisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act.
